Produced Now at $37,000 a Gram and 
Used for Cancer Cures 


Five grains of radium have been ex- 
tracted from ores at the Denver ex- 
periment station of the Bureau of 
Mines, and half of it has been deliver- 
ed in finished form to the Kelly Sani- 
tarium in Baltimore and the Mem. 
orial hospital in New York for experi- 
mental and curative work. Franklin 
K. Lane, the secretary of the interior, 
in announcing this fact, asserted that 
this radium was produced for less 
than one-third the present — seiling 
price of radium, and made public the } 
methods by which the Bureau of] 
Mines had been able to produce rad- 
ium at this reduced cost. This racium 
was extracted by a new and cheaper 
method, which has been patented for , 
the benefit of the people 

The cost of making radium at the 
Denver experiment station of the 
Bureau” of Mines, including the cost 
of the higher experimental work, 
was $37,000 for each gram of radium 
metal, or approximately $1,200,000 an | 
ounce, apothecary weight. 

The market price of radium in the 
last two or three years has ranged 
from $120,000 to $160,000 a gram. The 
ability of the Bureau of Mines to pro- | 
duce radium for $37,000 a gram has} 
at last made it possible for two great 
hospitals in the country to obtain a 
goodly supply of the metal for use in 
the treatment of cancer. This disease 
is costing the lives of 45,000 human

The Saskatchewan Yield 


Wheat Crop This Year Greater Than 
Any Since 1901, Says 
Department 
In a final report’on the grain crop 
of Saskatchewan, the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture’ states the 
average yield per‘acre is 25.2 bushels 
of wheat, 45.9 bushels of oats, 33.2 
bushels of barley and 11.2 bushels of 
flax. In 1901 the wheat averaged 26.4 
bushels to the acre, the only time the 
yield was greater than this year. Oats 

exceeded this year’s yield in 1909. 
Wheat—Acreage, 6,884,874 acres; 

average yield, 25.2 bushels; total

Better Not Try to Leavo Country 

Without Necessary Document 

Since the announcement of the de. 
partment of external affairs that all 
| British subjects travelling to Great 
| Britain must secure passports, there 
have heen prepared by the under-seore- 
as to the method of procuring them. 

Forms of application for passports 
hae been prepared ty the under-secre- 
tary of external affairs. Forms may: 
be secured at his office by writing, 
but in order to prevent delay applica- 
tion blanks have been sent to most of 
the Canadian banks and British 
steamship agencies. These forms, giv- 
|ing particulars of citizenship, descrip- 
| tion of traveller, ete, must be ac- 
|companied by a declaration made by 
/either a mayor, magistrate, minister 
\of immigration, barrister, physician, 
surgeon, solicitor, or notary public. 

There must also be fo-warded two 
photographs of the applicant. There 
is no delay at the department in for- 
warding the passport, which is usual- 
ly mailed the same day the applica- 
tion form is received.

Raising Game Birds 


‘How to Raise Wild Ducks on the 
Farm 


“Why not grow wild ducks on the 
farm, both for pleasure and for prof- 
it,” inquires Fred L. Holmes in Coun- 
try Gentleman, and proceeds to tell 
you how, thusly; 

“Prof. J. C. Halpin, of the Wisconsin 
Pxperiment Station, has demonstrated 
that the wild mallard is readily do- 
mesticated and may easily be raised 
by farmers who have small ponds or 
Streams. Professor Halpin started 
about five years ago with a single 
pair. Although he sold many last 
year, he now has a flock of more than 
300. The bird propagates so rapidly 
—from thirty to forty eggs a season 
—and shows the inherent ability to 
shift for itself at so early an age that 
the plan has evidences of being a 
good commercial proposition. 

“Naturally tho first question asked 
is how these birds may be kept in cap- 
tivity. The original stock was bagged 
by hunters. When turned over to 
Professor Halpin he clipped one wing 
of each bird fo the first joint. The 
following spring the thirty-odd eggs 
laid were divided between the incu- 
bator and the mother. The litdle ones 
became so domesticated from handl- 
ing after hatching that they were 
even greater pets than the domesticat- 
ed ducks on the farm. Their rapid in- 
crease in numbers has not changed 
this condition. 

“It is a sight worth seeing to be- 
hold these 200 mallards start on the 
exercise flights about four o’clock in 
the morning and just before sundown, 
sometimes in groups, then in an un- 
broken straight line. At times dur- 
ing the day they may take a spin, but 
when the weather is hot they prefer to 
lie in some shady place and quack 
family gossip. Sometimes they will 
go miles away or alight in pastures 
long distances from the yards that 
have been fenced off for them. A 
word to the farm dog with whom they 
have been raised and he is after them. 
As if they undertsand the message 
they rise and circle to the yards. 


A Contrivance Mounted on Wheels 
That Gives Protection to Am- 
bulance Men 
Fighting conditions have become so 
strenuous in the war zone that there 
is no certainty when or where hos- 
pital attendants or Red Cross men 
will be given immunity from attack 
when performing their duties of res- 
cuing the wounded, and this is es- 
pecially the case when working be- 
tween the lines of opposing trenches.

To meet these conditions a bullet- 
proof stretcher-cover has ben in- 
vented, which appears to meet the 
conditions perfectly. This consists of 
a long metal shield, arched at the top, 
and high enough to enable the attend- 
ants to stand upright within. At the 
front end the shield is rounded and 
sloped backwards to deflect  pullets, 
and two “eyes” are provided, through 
which the attendants can gee to 
direct their course and locate the 
wounded. The whols contrivance is 
mounted on four wheels, and is pro- 
vided with arrangements for support- 
ing a stretcher. With this contri 
vance two hospital attendants can 
make their way in safety over a fleld 
exposed to rifle fire, and after rolling 
the shield over a wounded soldier, he 
is placed on the” stretcher, when a re- 
treat igs made to a place of safety.

Probably the great-!} 
est influence at work in creating polit- 
cal ideals is the saloon, What then 
could we expect but what we have 
got—robbery and corruption in high 
places and a large number of citizens 
base enough to sell their vote to the 
highest bidder.

of its standing at the seed fair. There 
are two farmers in particular in Sas- 
katchewan who have benefitted by 
their exhibits, statements from them 

eliciting the fact that they have sold 

very little of their grain at the ele- 

vators, as they have always had suffic- 

ient orders from the farmers of the 

province to take up all their surplus 

grain. 

The following is a list of trophies 
beside valuable cash prizes which will 
be given to the seed fair: The Farm 
Crops Trophy, the Millers’ Cup, the 
Brewers’ Cup, the Mooney Seed Com- 
pany Challenge Shield. 

At the fair, special competitions for 
boys and girls of not less than twelve 
or more than eighteen years of age, 
residents of the province, have been 
arranged. The exhibit will consist of 
the following material: A sheaf of 
wheat or oats, as the case may be, 
composed of a sufficient number of 
plants to make a compact sheaf, ap- 
proximately six inches in diameter. 
The plants are to be selected by hand 
from the standing crop, and must 
show the full length of the straw 
(roots not included). In addition to 
this sheaf, a gallon of threshed, grain 
from the same field or plot is called 
for. 


Cost of Horse Labor 

The annual cost of keeping a horsé 
was found to be $90.40 in one county 
in Minnesota, $87 in another and 
$75.07 in a third. These figures are 
averages for the ye rs 1904-1907. In 
the first county these charges were 
as folows: Interest on investment, 
$5.54; depreciation, $5.56; harness 
depreciation, $2.10; shoeing, $1.22; 
feed, $63.49; labor, $11.18, and mis 
cellaneous, 40 cents, making a total 
of $90.40. These costs have increased. 
This emphasizes the need of keeping 
the horses busy and of having no 
idlers on the farm.

This serves 
the two-fold) purpose of protecting the 
Fund against the greedy or unscrupulous 
and of giving the local committee infor- 
mation that is helpful in finding employ- 
ment for the deserving. Not every man 
who returns to Canada wearing His Ma- 
| jesty’s uniform is included in the latter 
| category, but the great majority have 
done their duty in the fullest degree. To 
the latter it has been the privilege of the 
Fund to present a small badge bearing 
the words, ‘‘For Service at the Front.”* 
The men who are wearing these badves 
are the worthiest citizens that we ean 
acknowledge.

The work that the Canadian Patriotic 
Fund can do for returned soldiers, how- 
ever, is limited by Act of Parliament, 
and it has been specitically enacted that 
no assistance can be given by the Fund 
to ‘fany person who isin receipt of any 
gratuity, pension or allowance paid by 
any foreign government in) consequence 
of incapacity or death occurring as afore- 
said.’’ Partly on this account and large- 
ly because the pensions and gratuities 
paid to incapacitated men are oft-tim 8 
admittedly inadequate, it has been neces- 
sary to establish a Hospital Commission 
and Disablement Fund. The officials of 
the latter, in their report to the Federal 
Government, recommended among other 
measures, that provincial commi sions 
be formed for the purpose of supplement- 
ing these pensions either by monetary 
grants or by free training in various 
trades. The Soldiers’ Aid Commission 
of Ontario, as we have said above, is the 
first step in this direction. Already it 
has announced its intention of mobiliz- 
ing the manufacturers of Ontario and we 
do not doubt that the process will be fa- 
cilitated by the manufacturers them- 
selves. Others also will be asked to lend 
their aid in discharging a great national 
duty and there is every prospect that in 
Canada at least the traditional tragedy of 
the returned soldier will have no place.

Service shows that the Province has over 
100,000,000 acres of land not strited for 
‘agriculture, bat splendidly. adapted for 
growing the best of timber. The. Gov- 
ernment has, therefore, plannéd. to raive 
timber perpetaally on this Iand. After 
alla tree is nothing more or less than a 
} vegetable which requires many years in- 
' stead of one to ripen, and a forest is only 
a kind ot crop that takes a century to 
igrow. With so much of its area ocen- 
| pied by forests, and with lumbering al- 
}ready its greatest industry, it is not 
(strange that British Columbia shoukt be 
the first. province to adopt systematic 
timber farming. A Government depart- 
ment charged with carrving out. this 
work was established in 1912. The prai- 
rie provinces, however, are the largest 
market for British Columbia forest pro- 
ducts. The British Columbia Govern- 
ment is now working to develop this 
market to the full, To give the best pos- 
sible service to. prairie farmers, who are 
among the largest consumers in b. C. 
lumber, the Government has prepared, 
in co-operation with the University of 
Saskatchewan, a series of bulletins on 
farm buildings, which are designed to 
make it as easy as possible forthe farmer 
to plan and erect his buildings. Similar 
measures are being adopted in Eastern 
Canada, where there is a good market 
for heavy timbers and high grade lumber 
products from B.C. By establishing a 
commercial service in’ every market and 
jby systematic publicity work. British 
Columbia will secure markets for its full 
wood crop, and thus put its vast forest 
operations on as stable a basis as the

“T feel,” his letter continues, “that 
such crimes ought to be exposed to 
the utmost, and that the charity of 
other nations will more than ever be 
drawn to the unhappy refugees 
when it is known what their friends 
and fellow countrymen have © suf- 
fered.” 

Viscount Bryce says 
confirm and amplify the ghastly 
history of deportations by which 
Armenians in northern and eastern 
Anatolia were driven to a death of 
fiendish cruelty. The first part of 
the evidence, he says, was received 
by the committee of enquiry in the 
United States, and the second part 
comes from an Armenian gentleman 
at Tiflis, who received it from refu- 
gees where the ¢vents happened. 

“The sufferers of the peasants and 
mountaineers in the 
Mush and Sanum,” Viscount Bryce 
says, “seem to have been more ter- 
rible than were those of the peaceful 
townfolk, described in part one of the 
report. ivery successive piece of 
evidence increases the horror of the 
story and confirms the dreadful cer- 
tainty of its truth.” 

After giving part of the evidence 
received from the United States, 
Viscount Bryce says that the follow- 
ing extracts were taken from his 
correspondent at Tiflis: 

“Toward the end of May Djevdet

It strikes one us being as in- 
genious a piece of frightfulness as 


the ‘spirit of murder working in the 
very means of life.’

“In the town of Mush 
Armenians, under the 
Gotoyan and others, entrenched 
themselves in churches and stone- 
built houces, and fought for four 
days in self deferse, but Turkish 
artillery, manned by German officers, 
made short work of all the Armenian 
positions, and every one of the Ar- 
menian leaders, as_ well as_ their 
men, were killed in the fighting. 

“The ghastly scenes which fol- 
lowed may seem incredible, yet these 
reports have been confirmed beyond 
all doubt. The shortest means em- 
ployed for disposing of the women 
and children in the various camps 
was by burning. Fire was set to the 
large wooden sheds in Alijan, Mo- 
grakom, and other Armenian villages, 
and the absolutely helpless women 
and children were roasted to death. 

“Many women went mad and threw 
away their children. Some women 
knelt down and prayed, amid the 
flames which were’ burning — their 
bodies. Other gshrieked for help, 
which came from nowhere, and the 
executioners, who seemed 
by this unparalleled savagery, 
grasped infants by one Jeg and hurl- 
led them into the fire calling out to 
jthe burning mothers, ‘Here are your 
lious.’ 

“Turkish prisosers, who 
ly witnessed some of these scenes, 
were horrified and maddened at re- 
membering the sight. ‘The odor of 
burning flesh, they say, permeate: 
the air for many days.

German Gas Machine Gun 


A Sample of Austrian Frightfulness| its Use in War Was Decided Upon 


Some Years Ago 

Among other valuable and curious 
things captured from the Germans 
during a recent retreat was the 
paraphernalia of an ambulance. 

A complete post was taken, in- 
cluding doctors, nurses, and appara- 
tus. The most interesting object of 
all is a machine for curing sufferers 
from gas poisoning. 

It consists of a cylinder with two 
compartments, one containing ory- 
gen, the other an alkaline substance 
now being analyzed. Full instruc- 
uiong for its use were found, and 
the French greatly admired the tech- 
nical perfection both of this machine 
and of the great :upply of surgical 
instruments. But the most signifi- 
cant detail was an inscription on the 
cylinder itself. It is there described 
as “Pattern D 1915, improved frem 
Model © 1912, improved from Model 
A 1910.” 

This would seem to be proof that 
the use of chlorine gas in the medi- 
tated war was settled at least as 


early as 1910. 

At the same place and time the 
French also captured an elaborate 
machine for distributing poisonous 


gas. It is

Facts About Cyprus 


The Important Island Great Britain 
Offered to Greece 

“Cyprus is one of the 
portant islands in 
ean,” says a bulletin given out late- 
ly by the National Geographical 
Society, which describes England's 
reported offer to the Greeks for their 
aid in the world war. “There are 
just two islands in the broad inland 
sea larger than Cyprus, and these are 
Sicily and Sardinia. There are few 
islands in the world more rich in 
historical associations, and none, pro- 
bably, more coveted by powerful 
neighbors, ; 

“The island lies {n the mouth of a 
pocket formed by Asia Minor and 
Syria mainland to the north and to 
the east. It has an area of 3,584 
square miles. A great part of the is- 
land is taken up by two mountain 
ranges, one which fills much of the 
southern and central part, and the 
other of which stretches along the 
northern coast. 

“The coast of Asia Minor lies forty- 
six miles to’ the north, and that of 
Syria between fifty and sixty miles 
to the east. Although nomjnally a 
possession of the Ottoman empire up 
until the outbreak of hostilities be- 
tween the Turks and the allies, Cyp- 
rus has been administered by Great 
Britain since the Treaty of Berlin in 
1878, and now forms an integral part 
of the British empire. English ocecu- 
pation has done much to improve the 
conditions of health on the island, as 
it has peen a stimulus to commercial 
development.

of the island are 
wild and beautiful, and upon their 
sides the forests are still growing 
that were famed and prized in early 
Kgyptian times. They also contain 
he mines of copper, celebrated 
among the ancients, ‘still richly pro- 
ductive, which gave the metal its 
haine (copper being a derivative of 
Cyprus). The highest altitude is 
attained by Mount Troodes. with a 
summit 6,406 feet above sea level. 

“A wide valley runs east and west 
through the central part of the island. 
This valley is about sixty miles long, 
with a breadth varying from ten to 
twenty miles. The mountain ranges 
jon either side send their waters to 
the valley through intermittent tor- 
rents. Much of this lowland jis un- 
cultivated, though in» the 
; parts grain is grown. The soil of the 
whole valley is good, and there is no 
reason why the uncertain water sup- 
ply might not be supplemented bring- 
ing all of the Jand under cultiva- 
tion. 

In the days when’ western ciy)li- 
zation was in its swaddling clothes, 
Cyprus was widely known for its im- 
passable forests, which not only 
clothed the sides and summits of its 


mountains with thick, dark masses 
of green, but which overgrew the 
whole floor of the valley between 


with such an interlacing sturdy tan- 
gle of trees and underbrush that it 
was difficult to clear the land for 
cultivation. 

“The wonderful forests of the land, 

however, in the more than 1.000 years 
of exploitation that have passed over 
them, have been almost entirely cut 
away. Those forests built the ships 
of Egypt, of Greek Syrian rulers, of 
Asia Minor cities, and of Turks, and 
all that remains of their once much- 
heralded glory are the pine growths 
on the mountains. 
It is, nevertheless, a valuable land, 
and much of its former splendor 
could be brought back to ir by tha 
proper administration and  develop- 
ment. The British have well pegun 
this work of rehabilitation. 

“The population: of the island js 
estimated at 240.000, Greeks. and 
Turks. The chief towns are Nicosia, 
the capital, with 15,000 inhabitants, 
the largest city, and Limasol and 
Larnaca, 

Most of the people gain their live 
lihoods by agriculture. The methods 
employed are almost as ancient as 
are the traditions of the island, and 
the inhabitants are sturdily opposed 
to innovation. The olive, mulberry, 
grains, grapes and other fruits, oil 
seeds, cotton and all sorts of vege- 
tables are grown. Irrigation works 
have been undertaken for the reclam- 
ation of the soil, so fruitful of old, 
and many acres have been brought 
back under cultivation. 

“Cyprus does an annual trade of 
about $1,500,000. It is handicapped in 
the development of its commerce ow- 
ing to a want of natural harbors and 
to an eastern fatalism too thoroughly 
learned to permit of much initiative.

FIGHTING IN THE GARDEN OF EDEN 


WONDERS OF THE BRITISH ADVANCE ON BAGDAD 


Marching Through the Land of Adam and Noah to the Ancient 
City of Bagdad, There Could be no More Striking Episode 
in the Conflict Beyond Europe 


We learned recently the surprising 
news that a mixed British and Indian 
force was within a hundred miles of 
Bagdad. Should our troops 
their goal, they will have performed 
one of the most dramatic exploits in 
the history of war. ‘They will have 
marched over 400 miles from the Per- 
sian Gulf, throughout the lands of 
Adam and of Noah, to seize the place 
which even the Turks still call “the 
glorious city.” Unless the allies take 
Jerusalem, there could be no 
striking episode in the conflict beyond 
Europe. 

The operations which have thus 
developed began modestly enough last 
November with a joint naval and inili- 
tary advance from the head of the 
Persian Gulf up the Shatt-al-Arab, the 
river formed by the confluence of the 
Tigris and Jcuphrates. After one im- 
portant action the expedition reached 
Bussorah, sixty miles from the sea, 
and, perhaps the oldest seaport in 
Asia. 

From the quays of Bussorah daring 
Arab tlavigatorsg sailed many centurics 
ago and sacked Canton, in the days 
when Arabia held the secret of the 
sea.
